He said that near- 
ly 3,000 were present in a chil- 
dren’s meeting, that hundreds 
were turned away from other 
services who could not get in, 
that there were many hundreds 
of conversions.

Prayer: “Our Heavenly Father, 
we pray earnestly, definitely, de- 
pendently, almost desperately, that 
Thy Holy Spirit will make us to 
see the conditions we’ face, will 
make us to understand Thy re- 
quirements of us, will give us the 
grace to comply with Thy direc- 
tion for our lives, that Thou may- 
est have mercy upon us in our day 
ant .ime as Thou didst have mercy 
on Nineveh in. the long ago. We 
pray that Thou wilt so speak 
through this Thy servant that Thy 
Word, Thy counsel, may be de- 
clared unto this. people, because 
we know of a surety that if Thy 
will shall be done in our lives 
surely it will result in the dis- 
comfiture of Satan, the coronation 
of our Redeemer, the salvation of 
our souls, and through us, by Thy 
grace, the salvation of multitudes 
of others. We pray that Thou wilt 
give us a revival, not just two 
weeks of' meetings, not just a few, 


or even a few score, souls added 


to the church, but a time of stir- 
ring, a time of spiritual awaken- 
ing, a time of Heaven-sent fire, a 
time when. men will know that 
Jesus of Nazareth is passing by. 
Glorify Thy great name even in 
this hour. For we ask it, and in 
faith thank Thee for it, in Jesus’ 
dear name, and for His holy sake.

Now tonight, without any sort 
of an introduction, I want to call 
your attention to four things that 
are in this text, in this story of 
Jonah and Nineveh, as they apply 
themselves to the condition that 
we face right here in Chicago; 
Fort Worth, my home; Cincinnati, 
where I have just come from; 
Cleveland, where Brother Rice 
just finished a mighty revival—or 
for that matter, to the ends of 
this nation, and to the ends of the 


- earth. You are never going to 


forget this outline. You are going 
to weep over it. It is going to 
burn in your soul. The Holy Spirit 
will call it to your mind again 
and again, because I am prophe- 
sying tonight as to what is going 
to happen here in America, unless 
we do God’s will. 


The first word is The Successes 
of America, or the Successfulness 
of America. The second thought is, 
The Sins of America. The third 
item is, The Sorrows of America. 
The fourth matter, by God's grace, 
is The Salvation of America. 


1—The Success of America - 


America is the most successful 
nation this world has ever seen. 
It is a miracle in every. sense of 
the word. There never has been 
a nation in the history of the 
world, not even my people, the 


Jews, who were as definitely, as} 


directly, as visibly blessed of God 
as has been this country, our

country. In less time than any 
other nation in the annals of man 
it has grown to such gigantic pro- 
portions that the entire world is 
affected by it. : 


1. First of all, it is successful 
politically. It is the freest country 
in the world. There is no nation on 
earth, of any size, at least, as 
free as is our own glorious land. 
There are no citizens in the world 
who have the privileges that we 
have under our Declaration of In- 
dependence, under our Constitu- 
tion, under the constitutions of 
our states, of our cities. With all 
of the crookedness, with all of the 
dirty politics, with all of the dis- 
honesty, with all of the dishonor. 
with all of the degredation that 
exists in our Government, still I 
say to you, the United States is 
better off politically than any 
other land. There is no such thing 
as class distinction in America. A 
man cannot be born to the purple 
in the United States. There is no 
royalty, there is no nobility in this 
nation. The majority, the vast ma- 
jority of the political leaders of 
the United States, stemmed and 
stem from the lower classes of 
our society. came and come from 
the farms, from the small country 
places. The majority of the Sena- 
tors, the Representatives, the 
rulers of our national, state, coun- 
ty, city, local. set-ups come from 
the lower classes. (I am not talk- 
ing about the wicked classes. 
When I say “lower,” I mean low- 
er economically, lower socially, 
lower financially.) 


2. The United States indubitably 
is the most successful country in 
the world economically. The stand- 
ard of living in America is so far 
ahead of the standard of living in 
the best country in the world that 
the rest of them do not have a 
look in. I was born in the Old 
Country. I have been in Russia. 
I have been in Germany. I have 
been in Poland. I have been in 
Austria. I have been in Rumania. 
I have read about France. I have 
even read about your Netherlands 
—and the Netherlands is a pretty 
good country. But where are there 
the living conditions we have on 
this side of the Atlantic? I was 
born in a rich man’s home in Rus- 
sia, but I never saw a bathtuk 
until I came to the United States. 
I never saw a telephone until I 
came to the United States. I saw 
one automobile in all the years 
that I spent back yonder in Rus- 
sia, and I was born in a city. It 
was the capital of one of its larg- 
est provinces, Mogilev on the 
Dnieper River. Why, with all the 
difficult rationing limitations and 
regulations, all of us are still sleek 
and fat, living like princes. We 
are having an infinitely easier time 


than the folks of Europe, Asia,| 


Africa, Australia, Canada, Mexico, 
South America, Central America, 
or any other part of the world. 
Who is it in Europe, who is it in 
England, the people in the world 
most like us, who owns an auto- 
mobile? Who is it in England who 
owns his own home? Who is it in 
England who has the radios we 
have, the frigidaires, the fixtures, 
the labor-saving devices? We are 
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five, fifty, seventy-five, or a hun- 
dred years ago. Oh, it takes harder 
work, but it has always taken 
hard work. 

Think of our educational sys- 
tem. Consider our educational or- 
ganizations. See our great public 
school system, then the high 
schools, then the universities, and 
the technical schools. What about 
the fact that every denomination 
of any size has its own institu- 
tions of learning, pressing home 
the truths of Christian as well as 
secular training. 


4. Will you agree with me fur- 
ther when I say that the United 
States of America is the most suc- 
cessful country in the world re- 
ligiously? With all of our cold- 
ness, with all of our unconcern, 
with all of our backsliding, still 
we must be given the accolade as 
the most successful land in the 
world religiously. 

First of all, there is no such 
thing as a state church, Not one 
of us is required to pay dues to 
support the other man’s religion. 
There is no such thing as the 
government's telling any of us how 
to worship, what to worship, when 
to worship. Every man has a right 
to his own religion or to no re- 
ligion at all, just ashe pleases. 
The Baptists have the same stand- 
ing as the Methodists. The -Metho- 
dists have the same standing as 
the Presbyterians. The Protes- 
tants and the Catholics, in spite 
of all the out-cry, still have the 
same rights and privileges under 
our glorious government, 

We have the largest churches 
in the world, We still have the 
choicest religious schools in the 
world. There isn’t anything on 
earth that is comparable to the 
Moody Bible Institute. There isn’t 
anything on earth that can hold 
a candle to some of the seminaries 
we have, for instance, in the 
Southland, and some you have up 


here in the Northland. Take it 


any way you want to, physically, 
naturally, mentally, morally, eco- 
nomically, educationally, religious- 
ly, even spiritually, the United 
States of America is very far ahead 
of any other commonwealth, of 
any other government, of any other 
country, of any other people in 
the world, 


li—THE SINS OF AMERICA 


Consider the sins of America. 
Oh, my soul! Is there need of go- 
ing into too much detail here? 
Is there within the sound of my 
voice one whose mind does not 
fear, whose heart does not trem- 
ble, whose cheek does not blanch 
at the thought of the tidal wave 
of evil that has innundated our 
land. It is swamping the nation. 
The devil’s deluge of hell brewed 
degradation is poisoning the blood 
stream of this land of Puritdns 
and Pioneers. 

The sins of America fall into 
three bleak classifications, whether 


they be covered by drink, or gam-| 


bling, or lust, or lasciviousness, 
or divorce, or delinquency of any 
Other kind and description. 


1. The first sin is ingratitude. 
God has given us the mightiest 
land, the most fertile land, the 
most salubrious land, that He has 
given to any people in all the his- 
tory of the world. He has stocked 
it with wealth untold and indes- 
cribable, beyond the dreams of the 
wildest sort of avarice. We have 
more money, more factories, more 
buildings, more great cities, more 
of everything else that goes in to 


gold. What have we done wi 
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against God, for the devil. In- 
gratitude! The United States of 
America, if there were no other 
reason, ought to be on its knees 
to God, thanking the Almighty for 
the way in which He has shower- 
ed His benefits, His mighty bene- 
dictions upon us. I say to you, 
when we as a nation take the 
things of God and use them on 
sin, on Satan, on self, it is the 
basest sort of ingratitude. 


2. The second sin is so prevelant 
among us in this day and time is 
intemperance. I am not talking 
about liquor. I am talking about 
intemperance in money-making, I 
am talking about intemperance in 
money-spending. I am _ talking 
about intemperance in pleasure- 
seeking. Do you know why there 
is such ‘a terrible delinquency 
problem among.our grown folks, 
in our young people, even in the 
children? There is a psychological 
reason for it. Here it is. We have 
chased thrills so much; we Have 
chased amusements so much; we 
have chased pleasures, so called 
recreation so much; we have 
chased a good time so much, that 


we have become case-hardened, 
stale. Nothing can satisfy except 
razor-edge thrills, except eating 
glass, walking on fire. We are 
thrill mad. We must have a thrill. 
We must have something extra- 
ordinary, something unusual, some- 
thing with the maddening touch 
to it of satanic evil! We must play 
with the very fires of hell before 
we seem to get any sort of satis- 
faction. 


Ingratitude is always followed 
by intemperance. When we fail 
to recognize that these things we 
enjoy come from God, we make 
idols out of them. We pursue them 
as though they were the end in- 
stead of the means to an end. Just 


think! Just think, my friends, ee 
some of our sins. Imagine a . 4 


tion so steeped in nicotine tha 

will stand for hours in lines blocks 
long to get a package of cigarettes! 
Why, it doesn’t seem possible! It 
just doesn’t seem that reasoning 
human beings would do a thing 
like that, would come to a point 
where they could not get along

“Everywhere, I see Christian 
parents who put the _ chil- 
dren’s school .work before the 
church and revival. Everywhere, 
I see Christian parents put the 
child’s popularity with playmates 
or the young man’s or woman's 
social ambitions before their duty 
to God. On every hand I see par- 
ents compromising with the world, 
lowering the standards, letting 
down the bars. If that is your 
case, then you, like Lot, are living 
in a fool’s paradise. One day you 
will wake up as he did with your 
influence over your children gone, 
and with the possibility that some 
of them may go to Hell, and all 
of them be failures in this life, 
ruined by the worldliness to which 
you surrender them now. Oh, 
father, mother, do not let Satan 
have your children! 


“How many times Christian 
people have tolerated the card 
table in their homes and turned 
out gamblers and criminals in 
their children! How many times 


has the wine at meals or the 
toddy or eggnog at Christmas in 
the home turned out the drunkard 
and the bum! How many dances 
in nice homes, patronized by 
church members, 
lust, seduced innocent youth, set 
the fires of Hell raging in the 
breasts of manly young men and 
turned innocent girls into prodi- 
gals and harlots! The testimony 
of dancing master and pastor and 
parent, the testimony of young 
people themselves, cannot be ig- 
nored. Compromise with the habits 
and the sinful social usages. of 
the world will lead a Christian 


and his children to ruin, just as 


it happened in the case of Lot! 
Oh, I beg you, Christian fathers 
and mothers, come out of Sodom 
and bring out your children! I am 
sure that Lot, an old man, a 
pauper, sitting in his cave with 
his illegitimate children playing 
about his feet, dreaming of his 
unbelieving wife who was turned 
to a pillar of salt, dreaming of 
his daughters and _  sons-in-law

ON “LUKEWARMNESS” 
CHAPTER II 


“Of course, you feel that it is 
better to be a lukewarm Christian 
than to be a lost sinner going 
to Hell. And for YOU it is better. 
YOU had rather. go to Heaven 
though by your indifferent living, 
your lukewarm heart, your pallid 
Christianity you sent a thousand 
others to Hell! And that is what 


many Christians really do. If you 
have truly trusted in Christ and 
so have been born again, you will 
go to Heaven. But if you are a 
lukewarm Christian, you thwart 
the gospel and damn other souls. 
All some people ever will know 
of Christ is what they see in you. 


And what they see in you, many 
do not want. They see no victory 
over sin, no Christian joy, no sin- 
cere testimony. They see no evi- 
dence of a changed heart, no proof 
of the reality of Christ and sal- 
vation to the believer. The gospel 
as you live it contradicts the gos- 
pel preachers preach. Lukewarm 
Christians are the alibi of sinners, 
the decoy ducks of Satan. Luke- 
warm Christians are double-cross- 
ers of Christ, spiritual adulterers 
who do more harm than good. A 
fervent, godly missionary in a 
foreign field alone can often win 
more souls than an equally earn- 
est preacher in America with the 
assistance of a church of a thou- 
sand members. Why? Because 
most of the members hinder and 
do not help. A lukewarm church 
may insulate a whole community 
against the gospel, or an indif- 
ferent family make it impossible 
to win unsaved loved ones. So, 
for the sake of others, Christ says, 
‘I would thou wert cold or hot.’ 
He would rather you would be 
cold if not hot, that you would 
be out-and-out for the devil if you 
are not out-and-out for God. You 
would do less harm as an infidel 
than as a lukewarm church mem- 
ber. The damning blight of Amer- 
ica today is too many Christians— 
that is, too many of the kind that 
we have, too many indifferent and 
lukewarm, nominal] Christians. If 
there were only one-tenth as many 
people in America who made any 
pretense of faith in Christ, and if 
every one of these were spiritual- 
ly on fire, filled with the spirit of 
God, joyful, victorious, loving, wit- 
nessing, sacrificing Christians, 


then what a revival there would 
be!

Self-Satisfied Lukewarmness 


“How well-pleased we are with 
ourselves! Our complacency is, 
in fact, the very heart of our 
sin! If we were burdened about 
our own faults, if we could see our 
own shallowness, our own insin- 
cerity, our own spiritual poverty, 
our own blindness, then God would 
not be so nauseated and disgusted 
with us. But Jesus said to the 
lukewarm Christians of Laodicea, 
that He would spue them out ‘be- 
cause thou sayest, I am rich and 
increased with goods, and have 
need of nothing; and knowest not 
that thou art wretched, and mis- 
erable, and poor, and blind, and 
naked.’ That is the reason He 
must vomit us out of His mouth! 

“Oh, the sin of our self-satisfac- 
tion! We have beautiful. church 
houses, we have more modern 
church equipment than ever be- 
fore. We have splendid organiza- 
tions. We have preachers with 
doctor’s degrees. We have large. 
budgets. We have literature and 
radio programs. We have denom- 
inational schools, and hospitals 
and missionaries. The most influ- 
ential people in town are members 
of our churches. We are rich and 
have need of nothing! So we 
think; but to God, our smirking 
self-righteousness, our being so 
well pleased with ourselves, is an 
abomination. We do not know that 
we are wretched and miserable 
and poor and blind and naked! 
Our lukewarmness is simply a 
phase of our unbelief, of our uncon-

of you sitting right here in front 
of me who are in that classifica- 
tion, in that category, in that con- 
dition. Everywhere I go I find lines 
blocks long on Sundays, waiting 
to get into playhouses, to spend 
their money, to throw away their 
‘time without any chance of getting 
‘anything in return, just wasting 
their time! Whoever heard of get- 
ting an education in a moving pic- 
ture show? Whoever heard of get- 
ting strong muscles in a moving 
‘picture show? Whoever heard of 
even losing some weight in a pic- 
ture show? (And some of us need 
to lose weight! I am talking about 
you—never mind grinning up at 
me!) 

What awful intemperance has 
taken possession of young and 
old! I don’t have to go into de- 
tail, besides, you are too intelli- 
gent for me to have to go into 
too much detail. Listen to me. 
I tell you the longest day this 
nation stands, we are not going to 
stop paying for the fact that we 
are going on at such a terrific 
speed. We are money mad. This 
false prosperity, coined in the 
blood of a world’s agony, has us 
bemused. We work seven days a 
week. Wages are high. Forget 
health! Forget God! Forget the 
Sabbath! Forget rest! Make 
money while the making of it is 
good! After us, the deluge! We 
shall pay for it, for every bit of 
it. We shall pay in _ shattered 
nerves, in ulcerated stomachs, in 
premature worn-out old age, in 
broken homes, in increasing juve- 
nile delinquency, in plagues of 
known and unknown _ diseases. 
The war will be over. This 
painted prosperity will vanish. A 
depression will come. Even the 
dollars we have so arduously and 
painfully accumulated will be 
gone. What will be the end 
thereof? God gone! Health 
gone! Home gone! Money gone! 
Oh, the woes of intemperance. 


3. The third sin, and the most 
heart-breaking of all as far as 
this evangelist is concerned, the 
biggest difficulty in this revival 
and every other revival, is not so 
much the sin of ingratitude, - not 
so much the sin of intemperance, 
but the sin of indifference, the 
killing sin of indifference. Listen! 
I am not afraid of the moving 
picture shows stopping this re- 
vival. I am not afraid of the 
dance hall keeping us from having 
a revival. I am not afraid of the 
liquor joint standing in the way of 
the visitation of God's Spirit. 
There is just one thing that can 
keep a revival from this church 
and that is the indifference of 
its membership. There is just one 
thing that.can keep a revival from 
America, and that is the .indiffer- 
ence of Christians. There is just 
one thing that will send America 
to Hell, and that is the indiffer- 
ence of God's’ people. If you do 
not believe me, read the story of 
God and Abraham reasoning about 
the destruction of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. If there are _ not 
enough righteous people in the 
United States praying and work- 
ing for the salvation of our nation, 
it is going where Sodom and 
Gomorrah, and the rest of the 
nations, and cities, and peoples, 
and states of antiquity went. In- 
difference! 

First -of all, there is the differ- 
ence on the part of church mem- 
bers to the service of God. Oh, 
my friends, maybe if it came to 
a showdown I would change my 
mind. I believe in a burning Hell. 
4 say to you that the way I feel 
“ now; and I am lowering my voice 
BS vate getting quiet that you may 
not think I am being carried away 
by the sweep of the sermon, it 
seems to me that I would rather 


‘never have been saved than to 


take the blood of Jesus and give

Him nothing in return. I may be 
a Jew, but I am not a dog!. If 
Jesus loved’ me enough to die for 
me, I would be a dog, and less 
than a dog, if I did not love Him 
enough to. live for Him; if I were 
not grateful enough to show Him 
my appreciation, to show Him my 
concern, my compassion, my con- 
secration, my concentration to His 
dear name, to His holy cause, to 
His Kingdom, to His church. 


The second thing is the indiffer- 
ence on the part of God’s people 
to the souls of the multitudes 
about them going down to a devil’s 
Hell. Listen, I am not saying this 
critically. God forbid! I am say- 
ing it out of an aching heart. I 
do not know what the experience 
of other dear brethren has been, 
but why is it that my experience 
too often has been, that it is 
harder to carry. on a revival in a 
church that calls itself funda- 
mental, 
ences, than it is to conduct a re- 
vival in a church that is not so 
red-hot about the premillennial 
coming of Christ? If the devil 
can get you interested in the toes 
of the statue described in Daniel, 
and get you to forget lost souls, 
he has you where he wants you. 
If the devil can get you interested 
in some current prophetical dis- 
sertation, discussion, debate, 
while souls are going to Hell, he 
has you where he wants you. Oh, 
in Jesus’ name, wake up! _ I be- 
lieve in my soul, it is my convic- 
tion that is as deep-seated as my 
religion, that the reason God saves 
us and lets us live, instead of 
taking us to Himself, is that He 
might use us to win the lost to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


I got through with a meeting 
in Los Angeles last October. It 
cost just under $30,000.00 for three 
weeks. The Lord gave -us 1,700 
conversions. Someone was com- 
plaining that it cost $30,000.00 for 
a three weeks’ meeting. That is 
less than eighteen dollars for each 
convert. A Christian Business- 
men’s meeting was being held in 
Cincinnati. The treasurer of the 
group took the associational min- 
utes of the Baptist Association 
there and called the attention of 
the group to the fact that it cost 
$400.00 in that great, needy field 
to lead one soul to Christ. How 
much does it cost in this church? 
How much money did you raise 
last year? How many souls did 
you win to Christ? Do you know 
why we have this terrible dispro- 
portion? It is because of the in- 
difference to the souls of men. 
Give all you please, all you can, 
all you are able. Be loyal to the 
church, to its services. Live the 
cleanest moral life. Unless you 
are, in the hands and power of the 
Spirit winning the lost, you are 
short of what God expects of you. 

Southern Baptists are not very 
noted for their too great giving, 
but I learned a long time ago 
that if I could get my people on 
fire for the souls of men, the 
treasury would be full to overflow- 
ing. Oh, the cruel, cold, careless, 
callous, bitter, blind, blighting, 
compassionless indifference to the 
souls of men! 


Then, there is the indifference 
on the part of sinners to their own 
souls to the Saviour, to eternal 
salvation. It is getting harder 
and harder with every passing day 
to get sinners to come to church, 
to get them to come to services, 
let alone to win them for the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Those are the sins of our land: 
the terrible ingratitude; the awful 
intemperance, and the base, brutal, 
bestial unconcern and indifference 


to the service of God, to the souls. 


of men, to the Saviour of men! 


Ill. The Sorrows of America 
But, let us hasten.on. What 


about the sorrows of America? 


that holds Bible confer-. 


Beloved, the first sorrow—and you 
know what I am going to say— 
is the war, the war! We are not 
going to get ANYTHING out of 
this war, not anything! It is not 


going to make America a better 
place than it was before the war. 
It is not any more going to make 
the world a better place than did 
the last war. Now, I am a Jew. 
We just have to win this war for 
my people’s sake, for the few of 
them who are left out there in 
Europe, for the few of them who 
are still languishing in the prisons, 
in the concentration camps, in the 
slave camps, in the factories of the 
Huns. But, my friends, this war 
is not a blessing! It is a curse! 
It is a curse from God. It is a 
chastisement from God. It is the 
visitation of God’s wrath on Amer- 
ica and on the world because of 
our sins. The second sorrow of 
America is the tidal wave of de- 
linquency, more horrible than any- 
thing any generation has ever 
faced. 


A certain great lady, who had 
been advertising the fact that our 
young people ought to be taught 
how to hold their liquor, has 
changed her mind. She is saying 
now that we ought to teach them 
to drink soft drinks, because there 
is so much illegitimacy in Amer- 
ica. We might as well face it. 
There have been rnore illegitimate 
births in the last few years than 
in any generation in the history 
of the United States. - Delin- 
quency! Oh, the ruined lives of 
our young people, of our boys and 
girls, high school, college, al] the 
rest of them! Oh, the delinquency 
that is putting the hoof print of 
hell, the stamp of Satan upon this 
land of ours, that is robbing us 
of purity, of Vigor, of vitality, of 
the pioneering principles of purity 
that made America the shining 
Galahad among the peoples. 


Then, what about’ disease? 
Listen to me. I am not the sev- 
enth son of a seventh son. I am 
the first son of a fifteenth child. 
I am not a prophet. God has not 
given me any license to prophesy. 
But I say to you, and the times 
will bear me out. I appeal to the 
passing of time. 

If the United States of America 
does not get right with God,— 
when the boys came back the 
last time they brought the flu,— 


‘when our soldiers come back this 


time; they will bring some other 
decimating, devastating, destroy- 
ing disease to make us realize that 
we cannot play fast and loose, 
that God has unlimited ways and 
means to break our stubborn 
spirits, to bring us to heel. The 
scourge of war should have 
brought us to our knees. If it 
does not, grim disease will sweep 
our cities, our country places. 
Even now, across the cdntinent, 
we are witnessing periodic out- 
breaks, increasingly, of infantile 
paralysis, of spinal meningitis, 
typhoid. All sorts of nervous ail- 
ments are possessing us. Mental 
breakdowns of every type and de- 


gree are peopling’® our hospitals. : 


Our leaders are becoming defi- 
nitely concerned about the need 
for larger hospitals, sanitariums, 
insane asylums, to accommodate, 
to house those upon whom illness 
has laid its bitter hand. 


What shall I say about the de- 
terioration of our nation as an- 
other sorrow of America. I read 
all I could find in American his- 
tory when I came to this country. 
I wanted to be a child of America. 
I wanted to know it. It was not 
in my ‘blood as it is in the blood 
of most of you. I had not had 
the privilege and good fortune of 
being born here. The ‘historians 
I read, whether American or 
foreign men told one story. Here 
on this golden continent, a new 
race was being brought into being, 
clean, hale, hearty, super-men, 
virile, vigorous, strong, broad 
shouldered, clean limbed—Ameri- 
cans, the melting of the best of 
a world. There has never been 
anything to compare with it. 
Freemen, unafraid to look into the 
faces of those about them, the 
sweep of the vast prairies in their 


strides, the vitality of the exhaust- 
less youth in their progress. But 
what happened? We allowed sin 
to creep in. Listen. Dr. Rice 
knows this man. A doctor in Ft. 
Worth, a doctor who is a member 
of my home church, was the head 
physician, the head surgeon, the 
head military inspector for the 


examination of all the boys, the 
men who were being enlisted, 
drafted in Texas and Oklahoma. 
If you don’t know, then I am here 
to tell you, and if you think I 
am bragging, you just don’t under- 
stand. My friends, the last fron- 
tier, the last stand of real Amer- 
ican manhood is down there in 
Texas and in Oklahoma. The sins 
of the cities have not yet swept 
in down there. It is still pioneer- 
ing territory. Listen, that doctor 
man sat in my nome the Christ- 
mas right after Pear] Harbor and 
said that forty-four out of every 
one. hundred men drafted have to 
be sent home because unfit for 
military service, and that fifteen 
out of every thirty-four had 
venereal diseases of some sort or 
other. 


Where can I find the burning 
words to describe the anguish in 
my soul when I think of the death 
that is visiting our nation? Have 
you seen the figures in the past 
few weeks? More than 4,000 of 
our boys died the death on one 
Japanese held island. Our papers 
do not tell us the truth. There 
is in Oklahoma City a lieutenant 
discharged because of age. We 
went out to lunch together some 
days ago. He said, “The news- 
papers don’t tell the truth. I will 
give you one illustration. There 
were 3,200 men in a certain out- 
fit that hit a certain beach held 
by the Japs. By the time we got 
through there were 168 men left 
on their feet in the entire outfit. 
A few days later the papers came 
out with the’ statement that in 
that battle, where over 3,000 had 
been wounded or killed, there 
were forty-five dead and fifty- 
three wounded.” He said, “I was 
there. I saw it. Preacher, it was 
hell. God help our boys.” 

Our sins are killing our boys. 


The war is dragging out because} 


America and Americans refuse to 
get right with God. How long are 
we going on in this senseless dis- 
obedience that is bleeding out the 


lives of the choicest, the cleanest, 


the best, the most beloved of our 
dear ones. To your knees, Amer- 
ica! Stop the German madness on 
your knees. Stop the Japanese 
brutality on your knees. 


IV. THE SALVATION OF 
AMERICA 
You say, “Preacher, you haven’t 
told us yet about- the English- 
man.” All right, I will now. Listen, 
I will give you a lesson in history. 
Permit it! Take it! Write it down! 
Study it! Analyze it! See whether 


I know what I am talking about. 


Listen carefully now. In the his- 
tory of every nation, with the ex- 
ception of one, in the history of 
every single solitary nation in all 
man’s record, with the exception 


of one, there have been four peri- 


ods, the same four periods in 
every nation, the same four periods 
for the Jews, the Egyptians, the 
Greeks, the Romans, the Persians, 
the Spaniards, the French, the 
Germans, all the rest of them. 
America is out of it. America is 
still too young. It is still a baby, 
the infant among the nations. 


What are those four. periods? 


The first one is the period of dis- 


covery and colonization. The pio- 
neers come; the settlers come. 
They conquer the natives, over- 
come them, drive them out, assim- 
ilate them, They chop down the 
forests and clear the land. They 
work from sun-up to sun-down, 
work until their backs break. 
work until they haven’t strength 
to do anything else except eat, 


and sleep, and work, and eat and 


sleep and work, in an endless, 
monotonous round. In those days, 


there is not too much sin. The! 7 


sim’ is of a type, it is not so— 


sin is terrible always, of course; 
but there is not the tragic sin, 
the degrading, the defiling, the de- 
bilitating sin that is so prevalent 
today. They haven’t the time for 
it. They haven't the money for it. 


Every family has to be self-con- 
taining. They have to be their 
own doctors, their own nurses, 
their own farmers, their own 
bricklayers, their own carpenters, 
their own  seamstresses, their 
tailors, their own everything. 

After a while there comes the 
period of expansion, of cultiva- 
tion, of invention. More people 
come in. They settle in cities. The 
work is divided. Means of com 
nication are established. All sof 
of discoveries are made. Life Si 
comes easier. There isn’t as much 
work to do. The work is divided. 
One man makes clothes. Another 
man makes shoes. A third erects 
houses. A fourth is a preacher, 
or doctor, or engineer, or farmer. 
There is more time. With idle 
time, the devil steps in. The devil 
always finds work for idle: hands 
to do. He always finds sin fer idle 
minds and hearts. Iniquity . begins 
its stealthy, encroaching, slimy 
march. 


The next period is the period 
of leisure and luxury. The work 
is divided even more. The nation 
becomes wealthy. Stores are laid 
by. There are. great granaries. 
There are great factories with 
produ@ing, labor saving machinery. 
Instead of working fourteen, some- 
times even sixteen, or even ten 


‘or twelve hours daily, men work 


eight hours, six hours a day, forty- 
eight hours, forty-four hours, forty 
hours a week. Sunday is easy, 
loose. Much of Saturday. is often 
free. There are legal holidays of 
every kind. There is ease and lux- 
ury. If leisure is used properly, it 
is an advantage. It is a blessing. 
Leisure develops oratorios. It pro- 
duces anthems. It introduces great 
orchestras. It permits artists, 
sculptors, museums, fine sports. It 
builds schools, institutions of learn- 
ing and research to advance the 
aesthetic sensibilities of a people, 
to build up the spiritual aspira- 
tions of a folk. When leisure is 
used improperly, it enervates and 
effeminates; it robs of strength 
and vitality; it strips the fine man- 


‘hood, the clean womanh6od of any 


nation. 

The next period has always been 
deterioration and destruction. Al- 
ways! Where is the grandeur that 
was Egypt? Where is the glory 
that was Athens? Where is the 
might that was Rome, when its 
thundering legions brought a world 
to subjection? Where is the mighty 
fame of a Solomon, the glittering 
wisdom and prosperity of a para- 
gon king leading a paragon people? 
Gone, gone with the wind! Every 
great nation but one served out 
these four periods. The only na- 
tion that was saved from it is 
England. The thing that saved 
England was not its armies, not 
its navies, not its Shakespeares, 
not its Miltons, not its Ben Jon- 
Sons, not its wonderful colonizing 
abilities. The thing that saved 
England was the Wesleyan revival 
John Wesley, by the grace of 


saved England. God used of Gog 


save England. I am still a Bap- 
tist, and John Wesley was a Meth- 
odist, but it is so just the same. 
John Wesley, in: the hands of God 
saved England, the English speak- 
ing world, and through England, 
America from seemingly ines- 
capable deterioration and destruc- 
tien.

When the undersigned came to 
the great industrial city of 
Cleveland to assume a pastorate, 
he was criticized for coming; 
Cleveland was called then and has 
been since ‘til now, “The grave-

could not happen here.” The min- 
isters and churches backing the

Lukewarm In Following The Bible 


“But Christians today are luke- 
warm in following the Bible. We 
follow creeds easily. We follow 
preachers and leaders. But where 
is the man who whole-heartedly 
searches the Bible, not to find 
argument for his own position but 
rather to see what says the Word 
of God? 

“The fact is that Christians are 
not interested in the Bible. The 
average Christian has never even 
read the Bible through. All over the 
nation I have put it to a test, and 
in the average group of Christians 
not a third profess they have even 
read through the Word of God! 
Only a few Christians know how 
many books are in the Bible, and 
very, very few can name them. 
In dozens of cases I have asked 
people to name their own favorite 
book in the Bible, and then 
whether it were John or Psalms 
or Romans or Matthew, they could 


‘not tell how many chapters in the 


book they love the best. And 
repeatedly devout Christians have 
held their hands to signify that 
they were familiar with the book 
of ‘Hezekiah’ or the book of ‘Sam- 
son.’ ‘The average Christian does 
not know these are not books in 
the Bible. 


“Christians do not know their 
Bibles even moderately well. If 
the first, twenty-third and the one 


‘hundred third Psalm, and the four- 


teenth chapter of John and the 
eighth and twelfth chapters of 
Romans were taken out of the 
Bible, and a half dozen others, 
then two-thirds of all the Scrip- 
tures that the average Christian 
can quote would be gone. Chris- 
tians know more about Joe Louis 


- than they do about Samson. They 


know more about MacArthur than 
pout Paul, more about Jeff and 
tt than they do about Paul and 
Barnabas. Christians simply do 
not know what the Bible says 
about. baptism nor divorce nor 
about Hell, and so may 


a sinner, could show that sinner 
how to be saved. Modern Chris- 
tians do not know the Bible tha 
they claim to love. Some read it, 
a chapter a day, read it with 
yawns, and then have to place a 
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A Christian"

‘Does not God know better than 
we what we need?

No wonder the 
Lord Jesus counts our weak 
praying, half-hearted, insincere, 
dry-eyed praying, as an abomina- 
tion! May God deliver us from 
lukewarm praying!

A Bogus Christianity, ~Without 
Sacrifice, Without Martyrdom, 
Without Fanaticism 


“How often have we heard it 
said that God does not now want 


‘people to die for Him but only 


that people should live for Him. 
But I warn you there is no 
authority in the Word of God 
for that statement. How do 
you know that God does. not 
want martyrs to die for Him 
and the gospel now just as much 
as He wanted Stephen and Peter 
and Paul and James and many 
others to die for Him? He want- 
ed John and Betty Stam to die 
as martyrs in China a few years 
ago. Do you think this wicked 
world has changed and gotten so 


“nice that it will ‘no longer oppose 


the gospel? Do you believe that 
men’s wicked hearts are now all 
reformed and that there is now 
nowhere anyone who would take 
the life of a true witness of Jesus 
Christ? Then you surely are de- 


ceived, Men’s wicked hearts are} 


as bad as ever they were. Some 
men are demon possessed now as 
definitely as some were in Bible 
times. And the Lord Jesus de- 
sires the same love and whole- 
hearted surrender now as ever 
before. In fact, the command of 


Jesus, “If any man will come| 
after me, let him deny himself, 


and take up his cross daily, and 
follow me’ (Luke 9:23), is a clear 
command that every Christian 
should be ready to die. To deny 
self in this case would mean 
to be as Jesus going before Pon- 
tius Pilate and surrendering Him- 
self to condemnation and death. 


To take up the cross would mean 


to be as Jesus heading out toward 
Calvary with His face set like a 
flint toward death. Paul said, T 
die daily’ (I Cor. 15:31). He 
certainly meant beyond any doubt 
that he was ready to die, willing 
to die, and that daily he surren- 
dered anew to die. He counted 
not his life dear to himself. Why 
should we be less fully surren- 
dered, less willing to sacrifice 
self? I say to you that if you 
want to die for Christ today, 
today is as -good a time as any 
in the history of the world. In 
Russia thousands have died just

for being true to Christ. Mur- 


dered by firing’ squads in the 
night, sent to frozen Siberia and 
starved, condemned to death by 
withdrawing bread cards — how 
many saints of God in 


And you and I could well do the 
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never were spit upon, never had 
a rotten egg hurled at us, how 
can we talk about dying for 
Christ ? 

“We modern, lukewarm Chris- 
tians would not even give up a 
friend for Jesus Christ. How then 
would we be nerved to stand 
with the flames licking about us 
and sing hymns and rejoice? You 
would not risk a harsh word éven 
by speaking to a stranger about 
Christ. You would not risk your 
joy by being the right kind of a 
Christian at work. Perhaps you 


would not even give God a tithe 
of your income—then how can 
you talk about dying for Christ? 

“The sad truth is that we luke- 
warm Christians know nothing 
about sacrifice. Many of us are 
not fit to die, We are not the 
stuff that men tie to stakes. We 
are not made of material that 
men light fagots under. Sinners 
throw no stones at our kind of 
Christians. Many of us never lost 
a night's sleep nor missed a meal 
nor gave up a friend for Christ, 
How would we feel alongside of 
New Testament-.Christians? How 
would we modern Christians act 
if we were thrown to the lions, 
or if we were stoned like Paul 
and dragged out of the city like 
a horse and left for dead? How 
would we take the spoiling of our 

ods?--How would we look 
clothed in sheep skins and goat 
skins and hiding in the caves of 
the earth? Would our faces shine 
like Stephen’s as we prayed for 
our enemies? -Could we cry as 
an ancient martyr did to the mar- 
tyr beside him as the flames 
began to lick up about them, ‘Be 
of good cheer, Ridley! This day 
we shall light a fire that shall 
light all England!’ What has gone 
with our love for Christ and our 
spirit of sacrifice? 


“We are not cold, and we are 
not hot. We love God, but with 
no fervor. We pray, but with 
no passion. We give, but with 
no sacrifice. We testify, but with- 
out power. We sow without tears! 
We make Christ vomit with our 
lukewarm Christianity.”

“And so judgment, punishment 
begins also at the house of God. 
Do not blame lost people for the 
moral decline of this country. 
First, blame the people of God. 
First, blame the churches. First, 
blame us preachers. Do not 
blame sinners if they do not weep 
over their sins. First, blame us, 
the saints who do not weep. How 
should sinners be convicted when 
Christians are not convicted? 
How should sinners seek the 
church and seek God when the 
churches do not seek sinners? 
Oh, first of all, we need, a sigh- 
ing and a crying among the peo- 
ple of God over the abominations 
in the land, over the sins that 
grieve God, over poor lost sinners 
that are undone and Hell-bound! 


“Do you think it was wholly 
incidental and accidental that in 
Russia at the very first of the 
revolution, the churches were 
burned, the priests were killed or 
sent to Siberia, religion was 
branded as the opiate of the peo- 
ple, and atheism was made the 
doctrine of communism? Do you 
think it was wholly incidental 
and accidental in Spain's revolu- 
tion not long ago, that churches 
were burned and priests and nuns 
were killed by the hundreds? 
Remember that God is behind the 
scenes in these cataclysms. You 
thought it was the ungodly, athe- 
istic, communistic assassins, hat- 
ing the Bible and God who were 
solely responsible for those hor- 
rible murders. They were horri- 
bly guilty, but God, who had 
begun judgment at the house of 
God, made the wrath of men to 
praise Him. I hate communism 
with a holy hatred.. While we 
are an ally of Russia in the 
present war, God keep us from 
cor.doning the horrible, unChris- 
tian God-hating, undemocratic 
and inhuman ways of commun- 
ism; her blood purges, her athe- 
ism, her oppression of the poor. 
Every Christian ought to shudder 
at the inroads of communism in 
America. But I solemnly declare 
that I believe cold, powerless, 
formal churches with no peni- 
tence for sins, no weeping over 
lost sinners, no burning of com- 
passion for the dying, lost souls 
for whom Jesus died, are essen- 
tially little better than atheism. 
I believe God wants no churches 
where there is not a sighing and 
crying over sins and over sinners. I 
believe any Christianity without 
a burning evangelism is hypoc- 
risy and abomination to God! 

“The declension, the apostasy, 
the breakdown of morals and 
character in America is charge- 
able to Christians, to churches, 
to preachers. America is now 
suffering expense, bloodshed and 
other punishment for our sins, 
brought on because we have 
failed God! And by we I mean 
we Christians. If America falls, 
if America is over-run with 
communism, if millions are slain 
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in race riots and labor wars and 
the invasion of the Asiatic hordes, 
then judgment will fall first of all 
upon the Christians in name, who 
do not sigh and who do not cry 
over sin and sinners. ‘Judgment 
must begin at the house of God.’ 
God gave Ezekiel this rule; ‘and 
begin at my sanctuary.’ ”

ON “THE CURSE OF HIDDEN 
SINS” CHAPTER IV 


“If we do not prosper mate- 
rially, it is sometimes because of 
unconfessed and unforsaken sins! 
If we do not prosper spiritually, 
it is ALWAYS the result of hid- 
den sin! 

“Oh, you who are praying for 
revival, open your ears to this 
truth of God’s Word! It is sin, 
unconfessed sin in the hearts and 
lives of God’s people, sin in the 
churches, sin in the preachers, 
sin in’ the Sunday school teach- 
ers, sin in the officers of the 
church, sin in the church mem- 
bers that blocks the power of 
God! If pastors preach with lit- 
tle blessing, sin is the reason. 
If the Holy Spirit of God does not 
‘move with heavenly fragrance 
over the hearts of the people in 
your services, it is because of un- 
confessed and unforsaken sin! If 
sinners are not convicted at the 
preaching, if they do not attend 
the services, if they will not listen 
to the invitation to attend serv- 
ices or to hear the gospel'‘or to 
be saved, then sin in the lives. of 
God’s people is the reason! ‘He 
that covereth his sins shall not 
prosper.’ The churches have cov- 
ered their sins, and they do not 
prosper. 

“The lost note in evangelism is 
the condemnation, the exposure 
of sin. The command. of Christ 
we do not emphasize is the com- 
mand to repent! Some people do 
not like evangelism. They deplore 
any preaching against sin, any 
stirring of guilty consciences, any 
ferment of unrest in the churches, 


“If you do not have an over- 
flowing life of biessing; if you 
do not win souls, many of them; 
if defeat and failure are yours; 
then will you be honest with 
God? Will you set out to seek 
diligently, in all your habits, in 
ail your heart’s desires, in all 
the things you do and think and 
love, find the Achan in your 
heart? I plead with you, be 
merciless in your search of your 
|own heart and life. Do not ex- 
cuse! Do not cover up! Do not 
give an alfbi, and: do not blame 
others.
